The Matter of Efficiency 


Much Vaunted Efficiency in Germany 
Will Not Pass Close 
* Examination 


Prussianized Germany is tlic bright 
and shining light of scientific auto- 
cracy; and before the war she was 
spick and span, clean and orderly, 
and vastly impressive to those whose 
investigations stop at the surface. 
But in Germany before the war the 
infant death rate was twice as hich 
as that of France, more than 40 per 
cent. higher than that of England or 
the registration area of the United 
States, and a little higher even than 
that of Italy. The tuberculosis rate 
in Germany was lower than that of 
France, but much higher than that of 
England. The proportion of illegiti- 
maté births in Germany was consid- 
erably higher than in France, twice 
as high as in England, four times as 
high as in Ireland. The number of 
child suicides was greater in Ger- 
many than in any other country, and 
Gerard has told us recently that 55 
per cent. of the families 1n Berlin liv- 
ed in single room tenements.—Chica- 
go Journal.

Peanut hay is equal to clover 
and alfalfa as a forage; while hogs 
are fattened on the nuts, which they 
harvest themselves, making as high 
as 400 pounds of meat to the acre. 
As human food the roasted peanut 
is said to be an almost complete ra- 
tion, while peanut oil is now one of 
the dependable sources for the vege- 
table oils that are compensating for 
the: growing shortage of animal fats. 
Cottonseed oil has alreadv become a 
favorite. shortening in the American 
kitchen, and much of the so-called 
olive oil we-.use is squeezed from 
the peanut. ; ‘ 
The peanut in this year of war is 
bringing up the fat reserves, and in 
no poor way either, for it furnishes 


a perfect substitute for lard. As but- 
ter the ground peanut is rapidly 
coming into popular favor and is 


driving a considerable amount of 
dairy butter off the American sand- 
wich. 

Thus the little peanut, humble 
though it be, has already braced up 
the lean pork barrel, has supported 
the waning butter jar, and has laid 
the lard firkin under a_ tribute of 
thanks, while not one jot abating its

What the allied’ troops. have 
accomplished in the,past threesyears; 
Russia included, is*a part of that

It is a bit 
more devilish than any of its prede- 
cessors because it is more insidious. 
Gas masks are small protection! 
against it, beqause it/penctrates the 
clothing and: sets up an irritation in 
any. spot on which the skin has been 
rubbed or broken, Then it spreads. 


The new gas is delivered cither 
from hose, in the old fashion, or 
from bursting shells, in the new. It 
cannot be detected by the sense of 
smell and ofteh an hour or more 
passes before the unfortunates dis- 
cover they have been “gassed.” The 
subsequent treatment is rendered 
more difficult by the fact that the 
methods which experience has shown 
ate best adapted to the asphyxiating 
gas, are positively dangerous with 
the “sudfur d’ethyle dichtore,” which 
is the new form. Yet itis often dit 
ficult to distinguish between the suf- 
ferers from the two forms. ‘ 

With the ingenuity that  distin- 
guishes them, the Germans use both 
gases in the same sector, The new 
gas. directly attacks “the mucous 
membranes, 


“In. the autopsy we are often able 
to .pecl off the mucous membrane 
as one would an old glove,” said one 
surgeon. “Sometimes it breaks and 
urls up like the shingles on an old 
oof.” 

The gas clings to the clothing, so 
hat subsequent wearers may be at- 
tacked if it’ is not- thoroughly 
cleansed. The nature of the new 
weapon may be indicated by some 
of the directions given to army sur- 
geons for treating those injured by 
it: 

“Strip them at once if~ possible 
and bathe in a solution. of soapy 
water. Fhis should be done at the 
dressing stations, if possible.”

Harry Latider, who has put off the 
motley of the clown to take up the 
task of rousing American enthiisiasm 
for the war to which he gave the 
life ef his only son, ends one of the 
speeches thus: 

“America will know all 
war when the first convoy brings 
back the’ men who will never sec 
again, the men who wilt tevér—-waik 

gain, the men who will never speak 
again. That’s when America will 
realize what she’s up. against. 

“Don’t\think you’re coming to 
fight for Britain, for France, for Bel- 
gium. You're coming to fight for 
yourselves, by God!” 

In some respects President Wil- 
son’s fine. phrase about fighting to 
make the world safe for democracy 
was an unfortunaté one. It gave to 
our participation in the war a certain 
abstract and purely sentimental qual- 
ity that has afforded the pacifists 
plausible reasons for contending that 
we have no business in-the struggle 
at all. But the European war was 
and is a matter of very serious do- 
mestic concern to us even though its 
cannon roar 3,000 miles away from 
our nearest froaticr. 

The -German program for world 
expansion has never failed to com- 
prehend the establishment of ~-Ger- 
man power in this hemisphere. Our 
more eminent-public men with a 
knowledge of international affairs 
have jong recognized this fact. Dew- 
ey discovered it even before the bat- 
tle of Manila Bay, and had his 
knowledge confirmed by, the actions 
of Admiral von Diederichs at that 
Roosevelt blocked one mani- 
festation of it by a timely order to 
the South Atlantic fleet. Ambassa- 
dor Gerard had to listen to its avow- 
al from the highest. German source 
when the kaiser ar declared 
to him, “I shall b o nonsense 
from the United St after this 
war,’ Von Tirpitz and other promi- 
nent figures in German official cir- 
cles have not hesitated to declare 
the use of the captured British fleet 
against the United States a part of 
their program in the event of. Ger-

A cynical statement of Bulgar- 
ia’s motive in joining Germany is 
given by a representative of the Bul- 
arian setmi-official press in the 
Yeue Zurcher Zcitung..

“We went into the war after get- 
ting definite assurances that our 
rights should be attended to in case| 
of victory.

“What Germatry’s war aims are 
does not concern us a jot, but our 
concern is that Germany will not 
agree to any alteration in otir pres- 
ent, frontier.to the advantage of 
Turkey. Constantinople should re- 
member her proper sphere of  ex- 
pansion is in Asia, not in our direc- 
tion. What Turkey has done calls 
for no gratitude from us. We want 
to keep the whole of the Dobrudja 
and on the south Macedonia, includ- 
ing the towns of Kavalla, Seres and 
Drama, which we promised to _ re- 
store, it is true, but to Constanti- 
nople, not to Venizelos.”
